tho Transylvanlan town was occupied.

"Most of the SOOO inhabitants of

county of Transylvania, tire Sxeklers, 
one of the many klnspeoples of the 
Magyars about whom there has been 
heated controversy for years. Szekely- 
Udvarhely Is in the 
heart 
of 
the 


Sneklcrs, 450.000 of whim are closely 
settled In the mountainous region ex- 
tending from KrbnslaCt on the south 
near Die Roumanian border, lo Maros- 
Vasarhely to the northwest. 


"According to the traditions of the 


Szekely-Udvarhely citizens themselves, 
the Kzeklers are descended from a band 
of Attlla's Huns who 
settled in Ihls 


part of Hungary after a severe reverse 
of their leader, perhaps following his 
great defeat by Aetius and Thcodoric 
on the Catalauniau plains, near the 
French city of Troyes. on which oc- 
casion tho number of slain in one day'p 
fighting was 
variously estimated al 


from 175,000 to 300,000. 
But a much 


more interesting account of the Szek- 
lers' origin and oiie which awakens In 
them a more responsive chord of pa- 
triotism is that they 
were Magyars 


who were transplanted to this rugged

education of the immigrants settling 
in this country. 
For'this 
purpose,

coir.-sc-s at the 
State Normal school, 


anil our school board had called upon 
the teachers of tho 
day schools 
to 


servo also ill the evening schools, in 
order that the- pupils attending the 
latter may have as good teachers us, 
they would In the- day schools. 


It is to he hoped tiiac the various 


classes of immigrants will co-operate 
to the best of their ability v.-itli the 
efforts being made to assist them in 
improving their education. 
Particu- 


larly should they endeavor to learn 
to speak and write English. Onco they 
settle in this country they should re- 
alize that it is for their own advan- 
tage to speak English as soon as pos- 
sible.

Swedes are particularly apt in this 
respect for the reason that they at- 
tack the problem in a very practical 
way. 
On leaving their own country 


for America they procure hooks to as- 
sist them in learning English and even 
on'the steamer coming here, they pick 
up a. great many English words. 
In 


tho course of 'a year they can speak 
English better than some other na- 
tionalities that are here for 20 years. 
Unfortunately some immigrants seem 
unwilling to make any effort to speak 
English h'-yond the few words that 
are absolutely 
necessary. 
If 
they 


would carry' on or try to carry on 
conversations in. English among them- 
selves, they would very soon succeed 
in learning the language. They should 
throw aside this 
prejudice 
against 


English and have an understanding 
that even in their homes they would 
carry on it reasonable part of: their 
conversation in our language. 
They 


know their own language so well that 
there would be no danger 
of their 


forgetting it and 
what they 
would 


learn by conversing in English would 
help them 
in 
business 
and 
enable 


them to fill positions for which they 
would not otherwise be tiualified. 


One of the objects of the present 


movement to assist in the education 
of these people is to make them good 
American citizens,

Then I climbed part way up with him 
and the two men drew him to safety. 


"I went back again and secured an- 


other man who I brought to the edge 
where the rope was dangling.

man was dead when 1 landed him on 
the granite blocks. 
His body 
was 


hoisted to the street on the rope. 


"For a third time I went back and 


again I grabbed a man who was' mak- 
ing a feeble struggle in the water 
near the foundation of tho bridge.

sot. him out of the water. He was too 
feeble 
to resist. 
It took all 
my 


strength to get him out of the water 
and 1 bad to lay down before I could 
get the rope around him. 
I finally 


looped it under his arms. 
By this 


time three or four men had climbed 
down and with our combined efforts 
and the help of those at the other end 
of the bridge, we Sanded the man on 
the sidewalk 
on Summer street.

police ambulance 
was waiting

took the man away. 


"I do not know the names of any of 


those I found in the water.

teachers are being trained in special

and our school board hail called upon 
the teachers of the 
day schools 
to 


serve also in the evening schools, in 
order that the pupils attending the 
latter may have as good teachers as 
they would in the day schools. 


It Is to be hoped that the various 


classes of Immigrants will eo-opc-rr.te 
to the best of their ability with the 
efforts being made to assist them in 
improving their education.

I M M I G R A N T S 


The city of Lowell is co-operating 


with the educational 
authorities of 


the state and nation for Die better 
education o£ tlie immigrants settling 
ill this country. 
For ihis 
purpose, 


teachers are bcinff trained in special 
courses at the State Normal school, 
and our scliool'board had called upon 
tlie teachers of the 
day schools 
lo 


serve also in the evening schools, in 
order that the pupils attending the 
latter may have as food teachers as 
they would in the day schools. 


It is to be hoped tl.at the various 


classes of immigrants will co-operate 
to the best of their ability with tlie 
efforts being made to assist them in 
improving their education. 
Particu- 


larly should they endeavor to learn 
to speak and write English. Once they 
settle in this country they should re- 
alize that it is for their ov.-u advan- 
tage to sneak English as soon as pos- 
sible. Some of the rationalities com- 
ing here seem to have very little dif- 
ficulty in 
leal-nine 
English. 
The 


Swedes arc particularly apt in this 
respect for the reason that they at- 
tack the problem in »i very practical 
\yay- 
On leaving their own country 


for America they procure books to as- 
sist them In learning English and even 
on the steamer coming here, tliey pick 
up a great many English words. In 
the course of a year they can speak 
English better than some other na- 
tionalities that are here for 20 years. 
Unfortunately some immigrants seem 
unwilling to make any effort to speak 
English beyond the few words that 
are absolutely 
necessary. 
If 
they 


would carry on or try to carry on 


' conversations in English among them- 


selves, they would very soon succeed 
in learning the language. They should 
throw aside this 
prejudice 
against 


English and have an understanding 
that even In their homes they would 
carry on a. reasonable part of their 
conversation in our language. 
They 


know their own language, so well thai 
there, would be no danger 
of their 


forgetting it and 
what they 
would 


learn by conversing in English would 
help them in business 
and 
enable 


them to fiil positions for which they 
would not otherwise l>e qualified. 


One of the objects of the present 


movement to assist in the education 
of these people is to make them good 
American citizens, 
acquainted 
with 


our laws, our customs and our meth- 
ods o'f doing 
business. 
The sooner 


they learn to speak our language and 
•to read our newspapers, 
the sooner

together, one ball at a time can bo 
forced out on an arbor press or driven 
out with -f. liiimmar. 
Remove onu ami 
measure it carefully to at least one- 
tliousamlth of an inch.

must be of the same size or slightly 


smaller, otherwise it will take all the 
load and may crack. If bearings and 
balls are badly worn, they should be 
replaced by new ones.
